DETAILED ACTION 

Specification 

The title of the invention is not descriptive. A new title is required that is clearly 
indicative of the invention to which the claims are directed. 

The following title is suggested: PLL having VCO using a Capacitor Capsule. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 1 02 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

This application currently names joint inventors. In considering patentability of 
the claims under 35 U.S.C. 103(a), the examiner presumes that the subject matter of 
the various claims was commonly owned at the time any inventions covered therein 
were made absent any evidence to the contrary. Applicant is advised of the obligation 
under 37 CFR 1 .56 to point out the inventor and invention dates of each claim that was 
not commonly owned at the time a later invention was made in order for the examiner to 
consider the applicability of 35 U.S.C. 103(c) and potential 35 U.S.C. 102(e), (f) or (g) 
prior art under 35 U.S.C. 103(a). 

Claim 1 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over Martheli 
et al. (US 4990866) in view of Brennan 
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Martheli et al. discloses a voltage controlled oscillator (VCO) including varactors 
13,14,15 with the housing (capsule) containing them (col.2, lines 39-41) for adjusting 
the value of capacitance by using an internal control signal (inherently provided by the 
output of a loop filter in a PLL). However, Martheli et al. does not explicitly disclose the 
VCO in a PLL. (It is noted that the functional limitations recited in the claim are intrinsic 
functionalities of PLL components). 

As would have been well known in the art, a VCO is an essential part of a PLL 
because a VCO outputs an internal clock signal (VCO output) having a frequency 
proportional to the predetermined voltage (control voltage, the output from a loop filter) 
based on the phase difference of two signals- the input signal and the feedback VCO 
output so that the output of VCO is controlled until PLL locks to the accurate input 
signal. Brennan discloses principles of Phase Locked Loops as shown in Figure 1.1 , 
Phase Detector, Loop filter, VCO, Input and Output, and further teaches that PLL has 
been widely used in many applications such as line synchronization, local oscillators, or 
frequency synthesizer in transceivers. 

Accordingly, it would have been obvious to one of ordinary skill in the art at the 
time of the invention to apply the VCO of Martheli et al. to a PLL, because such 
application would have provided the benefit of locking an accurate input signal so that it 
can be used for many PLL applications such as line synchronization, local oscillators, or 
frequency synthesizer in transceivers as taught by Brennan. 
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Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 2-6 are objected to as being dependent upon a rejected base claim, but 
would be allowable if rewritten in independent form including all of the limitations of the 
base claim and any intervening claims. 

The following is a statement of reasons for the indication of allowable subject 
matter: the best prior art of record, Martheli et al., taken alone or in combination of 
other references, does not teach or fairly suggest "first capacitors connected in parallel 
to an output terminal of said VCO" 

Conclusion 

The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to 
applicant's disclosure. 

Fenner et al. discloses a varactor diode in a glass casing. 

Stevance et al. discloses a diode oscillator with two capacitors housed with 
orifices.
